N 1889, on the 157,758 miles of railroad in the 

United States, 704.748 men were employed, or 
an average of 4} workmen foreach mile of road. 
The number of employees per mile is surprisingly 
small compared with the English service, where 
for each mile 173 men are employed. For each 100 
miles of road the average number of locomotives 
on American roads was 19, passenger cara 14, and 
freight cars 649. The total number of locomotives 
was 82,241, passenger cars 22 958; baggage, mail, 
and express cars, 7,253, and ireight cars 1,061,970. 
Tne average mileage per year, for the freight en- 
gines, was found to be 29,267, and for passenger en- 
gines 30963. The number of employees killed 
during 1889, was 1,972. more than 5 each day, while 
20 028 were inj » many of whom died from in- 





jaries. Of the passengers 310 were killed and 2,146 


injured, while of other persons 3 541 were kilied 
and 4 135 injured. The casualties for the year were 
5,828 killed and 26 309 injared; about 16 persons 
were killed each day and 77 injured. For each 357 
employees 1 person is killed, and for each 85 1 per- 
son is injured each year. Tho total r umber of pas- 
sengers carried in 1889 was 472 171 846 from which 
it would appear that one deatn occurred for each 
1,523 133 passengers and one injury for each 220 024. 
In En¢iand the deaths to passengers were 1 f .r each 
6,942 336 transported and one injury to each 527 577. 
In France the casualties were ab: ui the same as in 
England, and in both countries far less than in the 
United States.

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THE ATONEMENT. 
BY REV. WARREN HATHAWAY, D. D. 
[ Concluded.] 

The question ever before us when we consider 
the doctrine of the atonement is, has Ohrist’s pas- 
sion mainly a legal meaning and value, was it to 
answer a legal demand? or were his sufferings the 
expression of love, endured for our sake, to make 
us holy? Who can hesitate to answer? Where do 
we find the might and glory, the boundless power 
of the Gospel? Does not the blood of Ohrist speak 
to the sinner of redeeming love? Is any one ever 
converted by thinking of it as shed in behalf of 
law or government, or that Jesus suffered judicially, 
asa legal expedient and compromise? And if 
Jesus did sufferand die primarily for God, it is 
kept among things unrevealed, for the uniform 
testimony of inspiration is that he died for man; 
to save him, to bring him to God, to bear away, to 
wash away, to take away his sins. 

For he is set forth indeed not as bearing punish- 
ment, or wratb, or any legal substitution, but as 
the “‘sin bearer.”” Not certainly that heso took 
our sins as to become sinful; for this would bea 
moral jmporsibility, and also a flat denial of the 
inspired Word, which declares that he was sin- 


less. 

It is in sacrificing, suffering love that Christian- 
ity is distinguished from all other systems of re- 
ligion, both in its power and its principles. For 
Obrist was not only Immanuel, but more—he was 
Immanueloni— God with us suffering! Immanuel 
in the deepest, truest knowledge of human sorrow, 
and so completely sympathizing with us that ‘the 
took our infirmities and bore our sicknesses.’”’ It 
is this indeed that distinguishes Jesus Obrist from 
all other divine messengers, epiphanies, avatars, 
and incarnations. The Gentile world had gods 
and temples, priests, sacrifices, miracles, oracles, 
and a sacred literature full of signs and wonders, 
wrought by the deities that filled the pagan heay- 
ens. And if the question had been asked of Paul 
or Timothy, by some priest of Minervas’ temple, 
or of the Pantheon, ‘‘What did your Jesus of Naz- 
areth do to prove his divinity? In what respect 
was he different from the gods of Olympus? Did 
he reveal more power or do more wonderful and 
mighty works?’’ the disciple could point to one 
thing that was new and startling; onething separat- 
ing him from all the gods and goddesses of the 
O'ympian heaven. And that was, he suffered! He 
was a suffering Redeemer; a suffering Oonqueror! 
He died at the hands of wicked men, that ne might 
show God’s love tosinners and reconcile them to his 
holy will. Oh, yes, for us he suffered and died that 
we might cease to fear, distrust, and hate the heav- 
enly Father, whose moral glory was seen in the face 


of Jesus. 
Here was the power—the power of the sin-bearer, 


symbolized in the crors—the power of love, of 
God’s name and being, that all in good time shook 
the Olympian heaven, causing its deities to fall 
like extinguished stars. And here, unchanged by 
time, is still the power unto salvation. In the 
free, unpurchased, unexpiated mercy of heaven, 
in redemption without satisfaction, penance, 
money, or price, in the bleesed Gospel of the grace 
of God! 

The last article closed by stating that with but 
one seeming exception the New Testament never 
represented ‘“‘the cross,’’ “the death,’”’ or “the 
blood’’ of Obrist as the object of saving faith; as 
something we must believe, or believe in, in order 
to be justified. The exception is Rom. 3: 25, 
**Whom God hath set forth to bea proplitiation 
through faith in his blood, to declare his righteous- 
ness for the remission of sins that are past.’’ So 
reads the authorized or common version. But in 
the new version faith belongs to propitiation, not 
to blood. “Whom God set forth a propitiation, 
through faith, by his blood;’’ or as one of our 
ablest scholars renders it, ‘*Whom God hath set 
forth to bea propitiation by his blood, through 
faith.’’ Whatever may be the most correct form I 
am sure that no reputable critic will claim that 
Paul makes “his blood’’ the end or object of 
*faith’’ in this passage. 

God is not propitiated, as some tell us, so that at 
last he is willing to be merciful; propitiated in the 
sense of being appeased or reconciled by the blood 
of Christ! But the sinner by faith finds that God 


in mercy and grace has set forth a propitiatory, not 
now “sprinkled with the blood of a bullock,’’ but 
with the precious blood of Christ. For all know 
that the word translated propitiation in the above 
text, is found in only one other passage of the New 
Testament—Heb. 9: 5—where it is rendered 
‘‘mercy-seat,”’ 

Though this discussion has extended so far be- 
yond my intention, and so far beyond the patience 
of the readers of the good HERALD, there is still 
one other point I desire to notice, and that is the 
doctrine of justification—“‘justification by faith.’’ 

The advocates of the governmental scheme 
claim that this Ohristian attainment is not only 
based on judicial action and judicial principles, but 
that Paul plainly teaches that our justification as 
the followers of Christ is altogether a legal matter, 
indicating the relation of penitent sinners toa 
broken law. Here is the way it is defined by ortho- 
dox authority: “It consists in restoring to favor 
and pardoning those whom the law had pro- 
nounced guilty, and upon whom it had pronounced 
the sentence of eternal death, and yet rewarding 
them as if they had been righteous. It is an ulti- 
mate treatment of the sinner as just, a practical, 
not a literal, pronouncing of him as just. It is 
treating him as if he had been wholly righteous, 
when in fact he has greatly sinned.’”’ 

So Gospel justification is defined by the advo- 
cates of alegal atonement. But before quoting 
the text which they always refer to as authority 
for and positive proof of the governmental scheme, 
let the reader notice that in the above definition of 
Gospel justification there is no real, no true moral 
gain, but a kind of holy deception! There is no 
issue unto life, no healing or enrichment of our 
being; no priceless gain of gcdliness, or uplifting 
of our depravity into divinity; no regeneration, 
but merely a legal make-shift. There is no con- 
version of our weak and temptable nature into the 
fashion and sympathy and glory of God. No; the 
only gain is to answer a technicality of law! The 
sinner is not purified or consecrated; indeed, he is 
lost sight of in this Judicial compromise, or at least 
his moral character and redemption are reduced to 
the minimum of importance, while governmental 
interests come to the front. The man is not made 
better, holier, is not made just or righteous; he is 
only so regarded; treated ‘as if he were wholly 
righteous,’”’ when in reality he is not. This 
justification is a kind of legal legerdemain! 

Bat it is plain that the great end of the Gospel is 
human redemption—a restoration of the child to 
the Father through holiness, through sanctifica- 
tion, not compounding for our sins nor compro- 
mising for them, but blotting them out by our 
being made pure, clean, and Godlike through the 
Word and power; through the life and death of 
the Lord Jesus Ohrist. 

We mistake grossly when we think of God’s law 
as a written statute like the ‘code Napoleon,’’ or 
our own Federal Constitution. For his law is not 
any parchment regulation, but eternal principles of 
being based on the everlasting nature of things and 
the changeless order of his universe. God’s law is 
supreme, not by police regulation, nor by any 
amendments, which we so often find needful, but 
because his law is the transcript of himself; the 
echo of eternal wisdom and righteousness reflected 
from his heart and his throne. 

And we grossly mistake, also, when we suppose 
that Gospel justification is a legal fiction, or some- 
thing in appearance and not in reality, or that it is 
in any sense a legal compromise to free the govern- 
ment of God from the execution of retributive jus- 
tice upon the sinner. For Gospel justification is 
not pronouncing the sinner just when he is unjust, 
or entering the plea of “not guilty’? when he is 
covered with sin, nor by any fiction relieving him 
from the claims of law. Oh,no! For the great 
design of the Gospel isnot to make a fair show, 
but it is character building; it is remedial; it is by 
all means to bring man back to God, to bring him 
to himself, to bring him ‘“‘unto a fall-grown man- 
hood, unto the measure of the stature of the fullness 
of Christ.’’ 

Gospel justification is not saying without doing; 
it is not seeming without being; it is not ‘treating 
the sinner as if he had not sinned,’’ when every- 
body knows he has. No, for what is the use of 


this deception? It beguiles neither angels nor 


men. But it is making him just in the Bible sense 
of the word; that is, righteous; it is cleansing, 
sanctifying him from his sins. 

The text referred to is Rom. 8: 26, which, in the 
light of the new version, reads, ‘‘For the showing 
of his [God’s] righteousness at this present season, 
that he might himself be just, or righteous, and 
the justifier, or the making righteous of him that 
hath faith in Jesus.’’ 

By the most complete examination of this theme, 
of which we are capable, we feel sure that Ohris- 
tian justification is righteousness, not a legal pre- 
tense, but holy character, a blessed reality. ‘‘God 
is just or righteous enough, good and great enough 
in the power of his revealed righteousness, to make 
righteous the soul that believeth.’’? By the prophet 
Isaiah God declared that his ‘‘servant should make 
many righteous,’’ and we are assured that those 
‘‘who turn many to righteousness shall shine as the 
stars forever and ever.’’

OUR EUROPEAN LETTER.

The ‘Eternal Oity’”’ of the Romans still stands, 
not in ita former majesty and glory as it stood under 
the masterly sway of the “divine”? Augustus, but 
it stands a memorial of twenty-six hundred years 
of existence. To-day Rome, in many of its parts, 
is a beautifal city; in others, a dirty city. Rome 
is rapidly growing—growing in wealth, cleanliness, 
healthfulness, beauty, importance, and freedom. 
The new parts of the city have broad and clean 
streets, magnificent buildings, and a good class of 
inhabitants. The older strevts, in many cases, are 
dirty and narrow, the buildings are dingy, and 
many of the inhabitants are such Italians as we see 
in America. This difference between the new city 
and the old has been brought about since Rome was 
taken from the Pope and occupied by Victor 
Emanuel in 1870. The Italian Oatholics are 
nearly as strongly opposed to the temporal power 
of the Pope as are the Protestants. While they be- 
lieve in him as head of the church, they do not be- 
lieve in him as head of the state. A new life has 
been put into Rome since it has become the head of 
the Italian nation. King Humbert is loved by his 
people, and no demands made by the Oatholics of 
Germany can cause the Italians to turn against 
their king and favor the restoration of the Pope’s 
power. The manner in which they resented the 
late insult to their dead king, when the French 
priests spit upon his tomb and cried, ‘‘Long live 
King Leo!” and “Down with the usurper!’’— 
meaning King Hambert—shows how the people 
stand, even the Oatholics. 

In the midst of this new city—the outgrowth of 
the Italian rale—and the old city—the monument of 
Papist rule—there exist the remains of another— 
the ancient Rome. On every hand are ruins of 
temples, walls, houses, forums, baths, and palaces 
to remind one of what Rome was. The Seven 
Hills still are seen, although nearly three thousand 
years have done much tolevelthem. The Palatine, 
once covered with the rich and beautiful palaces of 
the Czezars, now is occupied by their ruins. Rem- 
nants of walls and subterranean caverns, of founda- 
tions, shorn of their marble, mosaics, and gilt, give 
one only a dim glimpse of the royal past. At the 
foot of the Palatine lies the ancient foram Roma- 
num, about twenty to thirty feet below the present 
street around it. Only a portion has been ex- 
cavated, but sufficient to lay bare the Via Sacra, 
the basiliea of Julius, and many other interesting 
points.

In other de- 
nominations the old rancor toward Cbristians of 
different opinions is disappearing, and a fraternal 
love for all fellow-disciples is taking its place. But 
our syatem is from its very nature tolerant and 
comprehensive. Our principles oblige us to be as 
broad in our fellowship as our Master himself. Any 
disciple whom he accepts we must fellowship, and 
any minister in whose heart he evidently abides 
and on whose work he sets the seal of his blessing, 
we must fraternally greet and co-operate with. We 
are not yet quite up to our principles; the abolition 
of creeds as tests of church membership, for which 
D:. Bradford so ably pleaded, must yet come. Bat 
the warm and brotherly fellowship that should ob- 
tain among Ohristian ministers of widely differing 
opinions was admirably exemplified in our inter- 
national love feast.’’

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PUNDITA RAMABAI AND HINDU WIDOWS. 

Pandita Ramabai is herself a Hindu widow, and 
understands well the woes of the widows of her 
native country, of whom there were in India in 
1881 of all ages and castes, 20,930,620; from fifteen 
to nineteen years, 382 736; from ten to filteen years, 
207 888; under nine years, 378 976. And these, if 
of high-caste families, must remain single through- 
out lite, 

Ramabai’s father, Ananti Shastri, was a Brah- 
man Pandit (learned Brahman), a native of the 
Mar galore district in Western India. In order to 
faithfully carry out his resolution that his wie 
should be educated, they left the valley o: civiliza- 
tion and made their abode in the jungle. In after 
years, having lost their property, they wandered 
from one sacred locality to another. The morning 
lessons were still continued, and the littie Ramabai 
developed rare talent. When she was sixteen 
years of age her father and mother died within six 
weeks of each other. They were three miles from 
the place of cremation, and were in extreme 
poverty, 80 that they could not hire Bratmans to 
take the remains cf taeir father to the burning- 
ghat; so, with the assistance of two men, Ramabai 
and her brother bore the precious burden, Ramabai’s 
low statuse compelling the besring of her share 
upon her head. We American women in our own 
homes have never even locked upon such an over- 
whelming ministry of sorrow as that; but in our 
prosperity we need tu realize that ‘ God hath made 
of one blood all nations of men,’’ Bat, you say, ii 
they had not broken caste they could have lived in 
a Z:nana. I presumethat meansa roomof Orienta 
grand+ur, doesn’t ii? No, indeed; it is far from 
that. It isasecluded room, away from the rest oi 
the family, often at the top of a dirty staircase, 
with no carpet and but little furniture, except a bed. 
They believe their husbands would die if they 
should read or hold a pen between their fingers. 
The h‘gh-caste Hindu lady spends her life mostly 
within those walls. When she does go out she is 
closely veiled, and rides in a palanquin. She sees 
but few females, and no man exc: pt her husband o: 
near relatives. When her husband dies the barber’s 
wives rush in and cut off her hair and shave her 
heai; and her head is sbaved every fortnight as 
long as she lives. The Hindu woman is fond oi 
ornaments and jewels, but the widow ic stripped 
of them all, Her earrings and noserings are 
wrenched off, vften tearing the cartilages. She is 
thea dressed in the widow’s robe, which is a single 
coarse garment, white, red, or brown, and this, 
even if the widow is a child six or seven years old. 
She must never eat but one mealaday. She must 
never take partin family feasts. She has to meet 
from her husband’s relatives only unkind looks aud 
reprosches. Sne has to work like a slave, and is 
blamed and cursed for avy disorder in the family, 
and has no comfort whatever. I quote from a 
Hindu catechi:m: 

1 ‘*Waat is cruel?”? The heart of a viper. 

2.**What is more cruel?’”’ The heart of a 
woman. 

8. * What is cruelest of all?” 
less, penniless widow. 

But what of Ramsbii? She went on with her 
studies and received a degree from a Calcutta Uni- 
versity. She became a Pandita (learned lady) 
She married a Bengale lawyer, who lived but 
eighteen months. She wrote a book, and with the 
proceeds from the sale she and her little daughter, 
Manorama (heart’s joy), went to Eagland for the 
training which she realiz°d she so much needed to 
help her i: her work of educating the women of 
India. She spent a year at Wingate, where she 
acquired the E glish language. She then was 
made Pro‘esscr o! Sanskrit in Chetenham Oollege 
She wrote another book, ‘‘The High-caste Hindu 
Womavt,”’ which I wish every one could redd. It 
would sure'y stir your souls for those poor, saffer- 
ing child widows, whose greatest crime is having 
been born a female, and who are all their lives 
accursed because death took away the boys or men 
to whom they were betrothed in infancy. 

Ramabai came to A ~erica in 1886 to witness the 
conferring of the degree of Doctorof Medicine upon 
her Hindu cousin, Auandibai J shee. She after.

ward made a tour of theStates. When I conversed 
with her, the brave little woman, and heard her 
speak, I loved her for her cultured mind, her sweet- 


ness of spirit, but more than all for the dangers she | be carefully nursed by those who have taken strong 


had dared for those women of her land whom she 
is seeking to emancipate. From the sale of her 
book and Ramabai circle pledges she raised $50,- 
000 in this country, and went back to India to es- 
tablish a school, and for two years, in the midst of 
bitter opposition, she has carried on the school for 
Hindu widows in Poona, India. An educated 
prince coming to her school one day, contempt- 
uously said, ‘‘A school for widows! What right 
bave widows to wish ior happiness or education? 
They who have neither husband nor son to care for 
are of no more value than street dogs or crows.’’ 
Bat she goes bravely on, for she believes that 
‘India can not arise and take her place among the 
nations until the Hindu Z:nana is changed into the 
Hindu home, where all the family can have pleas- 
ant times together.’”’ There were over thirty in her 
achool last year, and nearly twenty of them con- 
fessed that their coming to the school had saved 
them from starvation or a life of shame or suicide, 
as hundreds of them do every year take their lives 
to escape from their wretchedness and despair. 
May God bless noble Ramabai and her work!

GOING ON TO SOMETHING. 
BY J. P. MARVIN. 

“Therefore leaving the first principles of the doc rine 
of Christ, let us go on unto perfection; not laying again 
the foundation of repentance from dead works and of 
faith toward God.” Heb. 6: 1. 


To-day in the church of God we need skilled 
men—men who know, men who understand, men 
who have not theories, but practical knowledge. 
Taere is great complaint in our individual churches 
to-day because we have not more workers, because 
we have not more men and women who are skilled 
in the use of the word of righteousness. To many 
a professed follower of Jesus Ohrist the sword of 
the Spirit is but a rusted biade, Why isit? What 
is the reason? Paul answers the question plainly: 
‘*For every one that useth milk is unskillfal in the 
word of righteousness, for he isa babe. Buitstrong 
meat belongeth to them that -are of full age, even 
those who by reason of use have their senses exer- 
cised to discern both good and evil. Therefore 
leaving the first principles of the doctrines of Ohrist, 
let us go on unto perfection.”’ 

Let us leave the first principles and go on, not go 
on haphazard, bat on to something, and that some- 
thing perfection in Christ, leaving the first principles 
and yet taking them with us. The school-boy has 
mastered his first book in mathematics. Addition, 
sabtraction, multiplication, and division in turn 
have all been completed, and he throws the book 
into the corner and takes a stride on; he leaves the 
first principles of mathematics and goes on to per- 
fection, and yet these first principles are taken 
with him, for they are the keys to a perfect knowl- 
edge. 

Soin the Ohristian life we learn the first principles 
ot Ohristianity. We take the first step, and, 
though weak and trembling those first steps may 
be, it must bs those first steps that are to lead us on 
to perfection. We are over the line; let us not 
stop, but go on—to something. He that has nothing 
in this life in view to labor for will get just what 
he has in view—nothing. 

Many of us as Onristians never bscome graduates, 
never go on to perfection, but are simply satisfied 
to bs forgiven, to join the church, and in time to be 
‘carried to the skies on fl »wery beds of ease.””’ We 
need in our churches to-day men and women who 
are going on and on tosomething; men and women 
who expect ia the great graduation day to receive 
a fall diploma from the great Master—‘* Well done.”’ 
Is not the great need of our churches to-day men 
and women who are feeding upon the strong meat 
of the Word of God? Have we not too many babes 
in our churches, too many who for years have been 
droning with the first principles of the doctrine ot 
Corist, when they should have been going on unto 
perfection? They were born into the kingdom of 
God as babes in Ohrist; they lived as babas, and 
now after forty years of Ohristian life have passed 
away they are still babes. They still need to be 
fed upon the milk of the. Word; they still need to 


meat and grown toward perfection, when they 
should be valiant warriors for the cross. And it is 
not wholly their fault, for there are too many who 
stand as leaders of the people who are able to give 
to their flock nothing but milk. Oar churches 
have been dieted until they are weakened and in 
some cases dead altogether. Lst us seek to have 
fewer cripples and babes. Let us goon to perfection, 
Let us go on. Let us know, ‘now. If there are 
babes in our flocks, let us use all wisdom in lead- 
ing them out into the work, that through exercise 
they may come to have appotite for strong meat 
and grow to be perfect men and women in Jesus 
Christ.

1. (IL, Cor. 5: 14,15) Die untosin. Ohrist was 
“tempted in all points like as we are,’’ but he 
differed from u3 in that he was ‘‘without sin.”’ In 
his earthly life he was, in the truest sense, dead 
unto sin. But, more than that, he suffered phys- 
ical death itself,an unnatural and most painful 
death, in order that he might do the will of his 
Father, in order that he might not sin. So Christ 
died (physically), because he was dead (morally 
unto sin). 

2. (I. John 3: 16) Love. This is the key to it 
all. Ohrist’s suffering on the cross was a sacrifice 
for us, because of love. Other men have laid down 
their lives for their fellows, bat they were always 
conscious that the world approved of their deeds. 
Behold Ohrist! Here is the multitude whom he 
has taught daily in the temple, whose sick he has 
healed, crucifying him. Basest ingratitude the 
world ever saw! Bs:hold Ohrist! His friends de- 
sert him in his most needy hour. He treads the 
wine-press alone. All for love! ‘Greater love 
hath no man than this.”’ Yes, dear Jesus, we can 
not measure thy love. 

8. (I. Peter 2: 21-24.) Have active sympathy. 
Weigh weli these words: ‘Who his own self 
carried up our sins in his body to the tree.’”’ Ohrist 
was ‘‘a man of sorrows and acquainted with grief.” 
As he loved all mankind, he pitied all, and bore 
the sins and sorrows of all upon his heart (in his 
body). His life was the working of this active 
sympathy. He had compassion, hence he healed. 
The most happy life is not the one that takes upon 
itself no cares; it is the life that has the consciousness 
of daty well performed. There is no true love that 
does not seek expression in service. If our dear 
Savior “‘came not to be ministered unto, but to 
minister,’’ how much more should we be servants! 

The three topics we have considered constitute 
the ex perience of a Obristian, though it may all be 
summed up in the first and last, active sympathy 
inciuding love; then we have it all expressed in 
the last part of the twenty-fourth verse (I. Peter 2), 
“that we, having died unto sins, might live unto 
rightecumess.”? This comes by the loving faith in 
Ohrist, and the loving faith is inspired by the 
manifestation of his love by his death. So, in 
dying has it been made possible for the holy Oom- 
forter, the spirit of Christ, to come into our hearts. 
Man designed that in his death his cause should be 
lost, but that death was not ignominious, buat 
gloricu:—the hour of triumph—and now we have 
a risen Lord, a mediator with the Father. Praise 
God for his wond :rfal plan of redemption.

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AWN AOOOUNT OF NOMDEHA. 

You have heard perhaps of the severe sickness 
we had in school last year, in which one girl died, 
and of the death of our dear Nejie. It was a sore 
trial, yet the Lord stood with us and strengthened 
us. The older girls were very helpful. There was 
none of the superstitious fear which troubled us so 
much six years ago, and though we had to dismiss 
the school for a time, when we called them back 
they were not afraid tocome. School opened this 
year with as large a number as ever, all the rooms 
being full, with seventy pupils. The five months 
of the first term have passed with very little sick- 
ness. Weare very thankful for this; also that we 
have been so providentially supplied with helpers 
in the absence of Miss Phelps. Mr. and Mrs. Ran- 
son and Mrs. Wilcox have been with us most of 
the time, and cheered and helped us more than we 
can express in words. As we look back over the 
term we recall varied experiences; some pleasant, 
others very trying. Among the pleasant things 
was the volunteering of two of our girls, Grace 
and Selina, to go to the Inhambane mission to 
help in the work there. They can help Miss Jones 
very much, and we were glad to have them go, 
though we miss them here. They knew that they 
were liable to have the fever, but were willing and 
glad to go. Their friends, too, all gave a hearty 
consent, which was a surprise ‘to us; also the fact 
that no question was asked as to the pay that they 
would receive. They will probably be paid about 
@ pound a month less than teachers get here. We 
want our girls to raise a part of it. 

Another pleasant memory is the cheerful man- 
ner in which the girls, almost without exception, 
did their appointed work, and we keep them very 
busy. Ido not recall any unpleasant words from 
them. Only seven of them are members of the 
church, but many of the others hope that they are 
Ohristians. The most trying thing we have to re- 
member was the new proof we had of what we 
have felt before, that their consciences are not 
quick to see what is wrong, and that deception and 
falsehood are but little sins tothem. I will not 
weary you with the sad story, only say the Lord 
comforted us in it all, and helped, we believe, to 
bring good out of evil. Westill think that some 
who deceived us are sincere Ohristians, though 
weak to resist temptation. We hope theysee their 
sin now and have repented, with earnest purpose 
to do better. It is very hard for us to realize just 
how strongly they are tempted by what seem to us 
but trifles. 

Although it is vacation now, quite a number of 
girls are still with us. I want to tell you about one 
of these, Nomdeha (Nom-day’-har). She is about 
sixteen, I think, and is the daughter of Nahhlokolo, 
a heathen chief, who lives about fifteen miles trom 
us. He has been friendly and allowed several of 
his daughters to come to our school. One of them 
is among our best girls now. Nomdeha has long 
wanted to come to us, but he always refused. She 
isthe daughter of his chief wife,and so ranks 
above all the others, and the one who marries her 
must pay one hundred cattle to her father instead 
of ten as for the other daughters. But if she is 
taught and marries a Christian young man instead 
of an old heathen polygamist, those hundred 
cattle will be lost; hence the father’s anxiety to 
keep her in heathenism. So when she ran away 
to us about eight months ago, he was very angry 
and sent her mother and another woman for her. 
We asked them to come in, and called Nomdeha 
to talk with them, but when they found that she 
refused to go with them, and that we would not 
compel her to go, or let them drag her away, they 
were very angry, and used most insulting and 
even blasphemous words. Fortunately perhaps 
for us, we could not understand them all. Nom- 
deha ran away and hid herself outside. It was 
growing dark, but they said they would not go 
without her. We offered them food, but they 
were too angry to accept it, though they must 
have been hungry, having left home in the morn- 
ing. We were not afraid of them at all. Still -it 


tantly with the rest. Mawele, a good woman from 
the station, led in a most earnest prayer, remem- 
bering especially those in darkness, asking that the 
parents’ hearts might be touched and made will. 
ing to let their children come into the light. As I 
listened to Mawele’s prayer, and thought of her 
faithfal Christian life, and compared with her 
those poor heathen women, I felt more strongly 
than ever the wonderfal transforming power of the 
Gospel, and more than ever thankful for being per- 
mitted any share in this work. Mats and blankets 
and a room were given the women, and the night 
passed quietly. _Nomdeha had slipped in quietly 
after dark,and goneto her room upstairs, where 
she would be secure from them. In the morning, 
after another time of wailing and of scolding, they 
went away, threatening togo to the magistrate. 
They did not return, but a few days after two men 
came. They tried persuasion, saying to Nomdeha, 
“Tf you will only go home and help in the gardens 
now, when winter comes no one will hinder you 
from coming to the school.’’? She only smiled, 
knowing very well that this wasn’t true. He tried 
again: “‘Who will help your poor father? Who 
will bring water to cook his food? Who will grind 
the amakele to make his beer?’’ ‘*Where. are all 
his other daughters?’’ we asked. ‘‘Oh, he hasn’t 
any,’’ was the ready response; another falsehood, 
as we knew. Then he appealed to her pride: 
‘You area princess; remember your rank, your 
glory.”’ Then she spoke (pointing to a beautiful 
rosebush in full bloom near by) very quietly but 
very decidedly: ‘‘Do you see those flowers? They 
are very beautiful to-day, but when the sun has 
shined on them for a few days, then where will 
they be? Gone, scattered. This glory that you 
talk about is just like that; it is nothing; I don’t 
wantit.” Little more wassaid. With a parting 
threat that if she refused to go home now the door 
would be shut against her in the future, the two 
men went away. Some weeks passed when two 
other men came, one the brother of Nomdeha, 
who has been taught and isa member of the 
church. Mrs. Edwards said to him in English, 
‘“‘Mapita, how can you,a Ohristian man, come 
here and try to get this girl back into heathenism ?”’ 
He looked troubled and ashamed, and took the 
first opportunity, when unnoticed by the other, to 
say that he only came because commanded to do so 
by his father. 

Some time passed before another attempt was 
made; then a messenger appeared one day in great 
apparent haste, saying that Nomdeha’s mother was 
very sick and wanted very much to see her child 
again beforeshe died, and she had no one to take care 
of her. I felt that it was a made-up story; still I 
wasn’t quite sure; he talked so plausibly, and, be- 
sides, we had heard that the mother, though she 
seemed so angry, was really favorable to Nomde- 
ha’s coming, and was blamed by the father as being 
the cause of her leaving home, Nomdeha was 
troubled, not knowing what todo. I told her we 
could only ask the Lord to show us what to do, 
and he did guide us, for when she had decided to 
go, an unlooked for circumstance delayed her 
starting, and meantime a Obristian man from the 
place came and told us that the mother was well. 
No more attempts were made, and when vacation 
came a few weeks ago, Nomdeha said she wanted 
to go to see her friends. She had heard that her 
father’s anger had abated, but it seemed. to revive 
again at sight of her, for he sternly commanded 
her to take off her clothes, saying, Ohoose! if you 
are my child, take off those things! She did not 
obey, and in a rage he turned to the mother, say- 
ing, ‘Settle this fault of your child.”” Thus com- 
manded, she fell upon her and tore the clothes from 
her body. Nomdeha eecaped into the bush, and 
came back to us. So she will remain with us, She 
has chosen to give up home and kindred, I believe, 
for Ohrist’s sake, for she seems like a real Christian. 
We wish the heart of the father might be feached.

Gradually they in- 
creased in numbers and in interest,and have 
greatly improved in many respects. The middle- 
aged and the aged are found in all our schools to- 
day. Men of various professions and large scholar- 
ship meet with the children on Sunday to study 
the Word of God. Now the Bible is the text-book 
in all the Sunday-schools of all the churches of every 
shade of religious belief. 

Rev. John Wesley, of England, established the 
firs. Sunday-school in America. When a very 
young man he was sent to Georgia as a missionary, 
about one hundred and thirty-five years ago. He 
was a member of the Established Ohurch of En- 
gland at that time. After he returned to England 
the school in Georgia was given up. Now every 
church in Ohristendom has its Sunday-school. 
Thousands are brought into the church every year 
through the influence of the Sunday-school. All 
who have joined the church of which I have been 
pastor for the last ten years were members of the 
Sunday-school.

I, TEMPERANCE. 


WHEREAS, The curse of intemperance is a 
blight upon the civilization of the age, a disgrace 
to our State and Nation, the great foe of the home, 
of the school, and the church, the greatest obstacle 
to the spread of the Gospel; and, whereas, it de- 
grades all conditions of men, rich and poor; there- 
fore, 

Resolved, That it is the duty of all Christians to 
do what lies in their power to stop the use of intoxi- 
cants; to stop the sale, importation, exportation, 
and manufacture. 

II. EDUCATION. 


Inasmuch as ignorance is the mother of crime, 
and that knowledge is one of the strong hands by 
which we are lifted upon a higher and more usefal 
plane; therefore, 

Resolved, That we, as a band of Ohristian work- 
ers, befriend in every possible manner our public 
institutions of learning; that the public monies 
should be expended for none other than the public 
schools, because in these our children are best fitted 
for American citizenship, and as we would advo- 
cate the public schools for Americans; therefore, 

Resolved, That our institutions of learning have 
our most hearty support; that young men desiring 
to enter the Gospel ministry in our body be infiu- 
enced, as far as practicable, to avail themselves of 
the benefits afforded by our Ohristian Biblical In- 
stitute, in addition to the several departments of 
the various colleges. 


III, SUNDAY SCHOOL LITERATURE. 
Resolved, That it is the sense of this conference 
that all our Sunday-schools should use our own lit- 
erature, and if it is not now up to the standard we 
would like,we will do the best we can to extend it, 
so that our Publishing House can afford the ex- 
pense to raise it to a higher degree of excellence.

—The next National O. nve: tion of the Republi- 
can Party, for the nomination of candidates for 
President and Vice-President, is to be held at Min- 
neapolis, Minn. 

—We have not been able to examine the HERALD 
matter the past week outside of our own writings, 
nor to give any attention to our mail matter.

—The navy of Brazil, under the command of 
Da Fonseca, forced the abdication of Dom Pedro 
some two years ago, and now the same navy has 
forced Da Fonseca to abdicate his place and power. 
He is succeeded by the Vice-President of the gov- 
ernment, Floriano Peixotto. The overthrow of 
Da Fonseca is hailed with enthusiasm by the Bra- 
zilians. 


—Onr readers will most deeply lament the death 
of the Rev. Thomas Hill, D D., of Portland, Me., 
late president of Antioch Oollege, which occurred 
November 21st. He was a Oonservative Unitarian, 
and had no difficulty in accepting the miracles of 
Jesus as real or his nature as divine. The men of 
his faith are becoming few, we fear, in the Uni- 
tarian body. 

—Oonverts to the church come from youthhood. 
This was clearly demonstrated at a recent meeting 
held by Mr. Mills, in Chicago. Of one thousand 
six hundred professed Christian’ people present, 
one thousand four hundred had professed religion 
before twenty years of age; one thousand five hun- 
dred and eighty of all under thirty, and only one 
of all above fifty. 

—This city is suffering from ascourge of the 
‘“‘erippe.”’ It is estimated by some physicians that 
fifteen thousand persons were abed with the disease 
the past week. We were among the fifteen thou- 
sand, more or less, and still keep the host company. 
It is a fearfal disease, though not as generally fatal 
in its effects this season as last. One of the worst 
features of the disease is that ‘‘it continues to hang 
on after it lets go.’”? One can not be sure when he 
is free from the “‘grippe.’”’ 

—Dr. Pentecost has begun his second year of 
campaign work in India, with the prospect of rich- 
est results. It is remarkable that one of the largest 
theaters in the heart of the ancient city of Pana 
was crowded to the door nightly for two weeks by 
English-speaking native gentlemen, the stage itself 
being crowded by the distinguished Brahmins of 
the city. The ambition to hear the Gospel is real, 
and an enlightened thought must be greatly to the 
advantage of religion.

THE HARVEST SEASON IS AT HAND. 

The church confidently counts on its harvest sea- 
son. The farmer has his annual harvest, and so, in 
the rich providence of God, does the church. If 
the farmer fails of his harvest once, he is greatly 
weakened in his strength, and if for two consecu- 
tive seasons his harvest fail him, his emergency is 
alm st unendurable. 

The calamity is hardly leas for the church than 
for the farmer. The ranks of the local church are 
constantly depleting, and a few years with no gains 
result almost disastrously to the church, and the 
discouragement to the expectant membzors is ir- 
evitably exceedingly great. With no ingathering 
for a few consecutive years, the heart becomes faint 
and the ambition to do almost paralyzed. 

There sh: uld be no failure in the church harvest, 
and we think there need be no failure. If it should 
come, however, it will not be because the Lord 
wished to withhold the rain of grace, or that he was 
unwilling to aid in the work of personal redemp 
tion. The Lord is always nigh to those who call 
upon him, a: d ever ready to supplement our conse- 
crated efforts by his own added strength. 

We may see how easily fai!ure may come to us 
when unaided, because we know how weak we are, 
but with the Lord’s help added—with the help ot 
Him who is as mighty to save as heis willing to 
do sc—that He shculd fail, or that we should fail 
when supported by his Spirit, this is what we can 
not possibly understand. 

Indeea, we are very confident that where the con- 
secration of the church is complete, the Lord’s help 
comes, and the failure is the thing impossible. So 
that if no results follow, if no harvest comes to the 
hand, the fault must be with the people. The phys- 
ical harvest may fail at times, and in the nature of 
things must; but we think the moral harvest, the 
refreshing from the Lord ultimating in redemp- 
tion, need never fail. 

That it should not fail, stands to reason because 
of a combination of facts: The pledged aid of the 
Lord; the absolute want of a perishing world; the 
actual need of the church; and the combined effort 
of the Lord and his people. If the Lord did not 
help, if the sinner were not perishing, if the church 
did not need the refreshing, or if the church would 
not come up to the help of the Lord against the 
mighty, if either of these conditions should obtain, 
then we could see how failure m'ght and must 


come. 
The first three conditions will never ba witnessed, 


while the last never should be seen ; and with none 
of these conditions appesrirg, failure could not 
occur. That it may: ot occur, then, the church 
should enter the battle in the proper frame of spirit. 

First of all, the church n ust get onto its knees 
that God may endue it with powcr from cn high. 
An attitude of humility brings us to the footstool 
of his grace, where the Spirit will descend upon us 
in rich measure. The wurk proposed to be done is 
the Lord’s. No one, s0 well as he, knows the value 
of the work proposed. He proposes to do the work 
of redeeming men, however, by the agency of bis 
church, and how anxious will he therefore be to 
put the church into the best possible condition for 


effective work! 
The heart in its penitent humility, unloaded from 


sin, is ready for the indwelling presence of the 
Spirit. The church may have this Spirit in richest 
measure by the seeking, and when the hearts of 
the household of faith are charged therewith they 
become, in the hands of God,a spiritual battery, the 
power of which may be both felt and irresistible. 
As well for warriors to take their artillery to the 
battle-field uncharged, or with no smmunition at 
command, as for the church to enter the battle with- 
out the unction from on high—the enthrone ment of 
the Spirit in the heart. They may have natural 
polish of tongue and eloquence of lip and may be 
overflowing with human wisdom, but all these 
means will fail if the Spirit be wanting. There is 


a spirit in man, but it needs inspiration from the 
Almighty. ‘Not by might, nor by power, but my 
Spirit, saith the Lord.”’ 

At the very beginning of a revival work, then, 
let the church. come on its knees to the altar for 
sanctification and blessing, and then rising in its 
new might and entering the batile, results of the 
richest nature are sure to follow. The sinner should 
not be asked to the altar until the ssint himself has 
been there. The place needs first to be newly 
sanctified by the presence of the church. Let us 


first present our own bcdies as living sacrifices, . 


holy, acceptable unto God, which is our reasonable 
service. 

‘What a profound impression is made upon the 
unregenerate of a congregation, when the saints 
with trembling penitence come to their knees be- 
fore God with the cry, ‘*‘Wash us and make us 
clean in thy sight. Take from our hearts all sense 
of guilt and all stains of sin. Make us vessels fit 
for the Master’s use!’? This is a spectacle which 
gives to angel hearts new joy, and one that is wit- 
nessed with profound admiration even by the 
world. 

Those that bear the vessels of the Lord should be 
holy. The priests might not array themselves as 
ministrants until they bad first bathed their bodies 
at the brezen laver. So God would have his saints 
take the fresh bath of the Spirit b>fore they engage 
with him in the work of the innermost sanctuary. 

The revival is what we want, but it should 
always reach outward from the sanctuary—one be- 
ginning within the church, and a revival so begin- 
ning will never end within the church. Like the 
advancing tide, it will find the shores of the world 
b3yond. Lifted into strength by the power of the 
Spirit, the church will, itself like a giant of 
strength, advance from cor quering to conquest. 

Brethren and sisters of the church, with your pas- 
tor meet at the altar at the very beginning of your 
meetings, and thence move outward to certain con- 
quest. Do not doubt the result. Fall of his Spirit, 
have faith inG.cd. Lean with confidence on his 
arm, and seek for the bleesing as one at hand. 

And how essential the b‘essing is! Men in sin 
are perishing without hope and without God. Take 
this th ught into your hearts as a reality. Believe 
and feel its awful truth, and Jet this overwhelming 
conviction press you on to duty. You have salva- 
tion, and how rich your joy! how triumphant your 
feeling! Ycu were once unsaved like your fellows. 
Not for worlds would you yield your hope and turn 
back again into the darkness of deepair. And can 
you see others living as you wculd not for the 
wealth cf worlds? Oan you contentedly lie down 
for sleep while, as yet, the gates of salvation have 
not opened to your friends? 

Let us awake and ,ut on our strength. Lot usat 
the appointed time bow ourselves to the battle, 
in the name of the Lord. We mast not lean on the 
arm of the pastor, but,togsther with him, lean con- 
fidently on the arm of the Lord. The battle is ours. 
It is ours to wield the sword of the Spirit in the 
name of our Kir g; to do valiant eervice for our Mas- 
ter. Doing this work fearlessly, faithfully, the vic- 
tory will come, It can not delay. And what a 
victory! Souls redeemed from sin, washed in the 
blood of the Lamb, lifted out of eve ry sense of con- 
demnation, freed from the power of darkness, filled 
with ineffable bliss, and animated with the price- 
less hope of a gloricus immortality! For such 
blessed ends let us wait and work with zeal and 


confidence.

A WEEPING TIME. 

Sabbath, November 8th, President L. J. Aldrich, 
D. D., while officially absent at Indianapolis and 
Frankfort, Ind., received an unexpected telegram, 
calling him and the writer to the beautiful but now 
sad home of Bro. L. 0. Ewbank, Lusk’s Springs, 
Parke Oounty, Ind., to attend the funeral of his 
oldest daughter, Miss Susie Ewbank, aged twenty- 
four years, who waa a member of the graduating 
class next’ June (1892) in U. 0. College, and would 
have graduated in the classical department with high 
honors, had life been spared. She was attending 
college at Merom with her two brothers, where 


she took sick, departing this life at Merom Satur- 
day night, November 7th, of continued fever. 

Miss Ewbank was the first student taken away 
from the college in a coffin, who died from con- 
tinued affliction; and strong hopes had been enter- 
tained that Sister Ewbank would recover up to 
the morning of her demise, but the physician’s 
skill was biffled, and death came out conqueror. 
The remains started at 9 P.M. Sabbath night for 
Sullivan, and thence by rail to her Parke County 
home, which was reached Monday, November 
9th, at 11 a.m. President Aldrich and myself 
met at Orawfordsville, Ind., and journeyed to- 
gether till we arrived at the residence of Bro. 
Ewhbank, over an hour late, the rain falling inces- 
santly allday. The funeral occurred at the resi- 
dence at 12 o’clock noon. President L. J. Aldrich, 
representing the college and the students, spoke 
from the text, ‘“‘She hath done what she could.’’ 
Mies Gillett, the matron of the college dormitory, 
had charge of the singing, and had most happily 
arranged it. Dr. Aldrich spoke ‘‘twenty minutes,’’ 
very appropriately and feelingly of the college 
life of the deceased, paying a high and worthy trib- 
ute to her many excellent attainments, her 
Ohristian walk, and brilliant outlook. The writer 
followed in a fifteen minutes’ address in behalf of 
the church (over which, as a pastor, we presided 
for fifteen years), and of which Sister Susie 
Ewbank was a consistent member, being received 
and baptized under our administration, after 
which Miss Gillett, the college matron, spoke a 
few minutes. Then the leave-taking of the re- 
mains, and then the sad journey to the neighbor- 
ing cemetery. Notwithstanding the very inclem- 
ent day the home funeral was largely attended, 
evincing the heartfelt sympathy the community 
had with the afflicted family, made deeply so 
from the fact of the grand anticipations they had 
of seeing their daughter graduate with high hon- 
ors next June, at Merom. But, alas! how soon 
are our fondest hopes blasted and our dearest ex- 
pectations brought to vanish like a vapor com- 
pletely away, 80 much so that our intelligence for 
the moment becomes clouded and we stop to ask 
ourselves, Was it a reality or was it a dream? 

Bro. and Sister L. O. Ewbank (the parents) 
were present at the daughter’s death, the father ar- 
riving just in time. May God bless them in this 
hour of their deepest grief.

REV. THOMAS BARTLETT. 


Thomas Bartlett was born in the town of Mount Ver- 
non, Maine, September 13, 1821, consequently was 70 
years and 10 days old at the time of hisdeath. His par- 
ents, Jonathan Bartlett and Lovey (Laskey) Bartlett 
were both natives of New Hampshire, and returned 
there when Thomas was a year and a half old, and from 
that time resided in the town of Lee, Strafford County. 
Thomas was the fourth son and fifth child of a family of 
seven. All lived to manhood, five now ent him. 
He was of the sixth generation of Bartletts born in this 
country. The Bartletts ef this family came from En- 
gland and settled in Newbu: Maass., in 1635, where 
many of the later generations still live, He was con: 
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nected with some of the strong and distinguished fam- 
ilies of the state of New Hampshire in its earlier days— 
the Cilleys and Longfellows. Josiah Bartlett, who was 
the first governor of the state and the first (after the 
President) to sign the Declaration of Independence of 
the United States, was from the same family stock. 
Thomas Bartlett inherited a strong physical organiza- 
tion, a clear head, and an honest heart, true to its noblest 
convictions of duty wherever he was called toact. He 
was one of the original Abolishionists of New Eng 
when the term Abolishionist was a word of scorn 
derision; but the true friend of God must be the true 
friend of his creatures. He was a good boy and grew to 
bea good man. Hc attended the common schools and 
later the old Durham Academy. He stood high 
his school-fellows. At the age of eighteen he left 
father’s farm for a clerkship in a store in Boston. While 
there he was converted and joined what was then the 
Second Christian Ch . V. Himes, pastor. Soon 
after he left Boston to study for his life-work—the Gos- 
pel ministry. His first rate was with the Sandford 
and Lebanon Church, where he was ordained before he 
was twenty-one years of age. He was pastor at York, 
Maine, at Durham, and at Wolfborough, N. H. He 
taught two years in Newburyport, Mass. From 1862 till 
1865 he was principal of Andover Academy, N. H.. from 
whence he was cailed as professor of Greek to Union 
Christian College. From there he went to Kansas in 
1866. There he settled on a farm, but he believed he 
could accomplish angen by teaching than yee. 
ing, so while he labored much with his hands, he taught 
in the district schools of Allen County, the greater part 
of the time in his own dirtrict until 1876, when he was 
attacked with s severe inflammation of the eyes, which 
troubled him much the remainder of his life. While 
thus engaged in teaching and farming, he also preached 
nearly every Sunday in the school-houses near his home. 
He organized a church in his school district. True to his 
— convictions that the opus should be free, 

© ran as an independent candidate and was elected to 
the State Senate. In May, 1846, he was married to Eliza- 
beth W. Titcomb, who died in 1863 at Andover, N. H., 
leaving five children; one, a a ge died previously. 
He was married again to Lizze M. Donnell, December 16, 
1865. Three children were given to them; the younges 
a son. died in 1875. His second wife, a highly edu 
and refined lady, assisted him in his work at Lincoln, 
and as a teacher has few superiors. She is loved and re- 
spected by all herscholars. The children of Bro. Bart- 
lett are all gifted by nature with excellent minds, and 
under the tuition of their excellent parents have become 
men and women of superior knowledge and ability. 
His eldest son, Dwight Titcomb Bartlett, died while they 
were at Merom. Bro. Bartlett as a teacher had few 
equals, and as a preacher of the Gospel of ( hrist, like 
Paul, he magnified his office. He was dignified in his 
deportment, and showed by his actions that he realized 
the responsibility of the Christian calling. His sermons 
were systematic, plain, and practical, always adapted to 
the occasion. Like the blessed Master, he improved his 
talent, sacrificed his means, even his life, for the good of 
others. His funeral was held in the Disciple Church in 
Tola, attended by a large congregation. is body was 
interred in the city cemetery, beneath the shade of some 
beautiful cedars (fit emblem of immortality), there to 
awa't the voice of the archangel and trum of God 
then to awake in the likeness of Christ and be wafted 
into the presence of God, where there is fullness of jo 
forevermore. The services were conducted by Elder I. 
Mooney. ‘Text, II. Samuel 8: 28: “Know ye not that 
there js a prince and a great man fallen this day in 
Israel.” The Kansas State Christian Conference was or- 
ganized at Madison, Greenwood County, November 8, 
1881. Two years later, at Towanda, the Kansas Christian 
College was founded and Thomas Bartlett was chosen 
as president. He entered upon the duties of his office 
in September, 1884. He was true to the trust confided 
in him, and always was to be found like the faithful 
soldier at the post of duty. Difficulties that would have 
been counted insurmountable by most men were over- 
come by his persistent energy. No sacrifice he could 
make was too great, and no iabor too hard, if it would 
advance the interest of the school. He rae to the 
school the strength and wisdom of ripen 
the affection of a warm heart. He dearly 
scholars. During his last illness he spoke frequently of 
the school as the tender plant to which he had given the 
richest years of his life. He spoke of the students in the 
same manner as his own children.
